Tho auxiliary -buikling yard at tho 
forlificntions at Dantsic are not at all 
formidable, at least, so far ws an outsider can 
observe them, On tho otherhuntl Schichau 
ean build batdehips of the Inrgest size, 
which for want of sufficient water, Krupp 
cannot yet do at Kiel. A workman told 
me that although the Hamburg-Amerika 
computy’ had just orderod an eight 
hundred foot Atlantic passenger steamer 
from Belfast, Schichau could easily havo 
put it on the stocks at Duntsie, had his 
hands not been otherwise full. Three 
large ships were on the atucks when 1 
visited the arsenal and the Schichau werjt. 
OF course in both cases the entrité of frem- 
den is untersage'but all that suyone but a

Schichau’s chiof workshops are twenty 
miles further cast at Elbing, a town
